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The TSIP Prioritization Process and Factors ADE %

What has changed?

* Due to the overwhelming success and popularity of TSIP, ADEQ has been required
to begin prioritizing applications for funding within application periods

* Factors evaluated for application prioritization include:
* Known open suspected and/or confirmed releases
» Evidence of active UST system failure or potential threats/impacts to human health receptors
 Site-specific environmental and infrastructure conditions

How does prioritization affect your TSIP application preparation?

* The TSIP application now includes a prioritization section to document all of the
information needed to evaluate each application for funding

 Completion of the prioritization section is required for your application to be
complete and eligible for funding in the application period
